Claims 1, 5, 8-10, 18-20, 22-24, 30-33, 37, and 38 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Egholm et al . (ref . BU) . 

Egholm et al . (BU) disclose PNA monomers with lysine attached 
at termini as a conjugate. Lysine is a well known mediator of 
crosslinking to proteins via its amino group and thus qualifies 
as a crosslinking agent regarding the instant claims. This 
rejection is reiterated and maintained from the previous office 
action, mailed 10/4/96, and necessitated by amendment regarding 
newly added claims . 
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Claims 11-16, 25-29, and 34-36 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
